[1] The request for reconsideration in the reply filed on 5/24/2006 has been 
considered, however, the amendment does not place the application in condition for 
allowance. While the amendment would appear to overcome the objection to the 
specification and objection to the claims as set forth in the Office action mailed on 
1/26/2006, the amendment to the claims has not been entered because the claims as 
amended raise new issues requiring further consideration and a new search. See
